will throb no longer. But whether 
it be in meeting ^foreign malice or 
domestic levy, or in the effort to 
solve the great political and social 
problems of peace, the colleges of 
the country always have been and 
arc nurseries of patriotism, schools 
of good citizenship, bulwarks of the 
nation.
